JAPAN'S TRADE. 


The1 remarkable growth of Japanese 


foreign commerce during the first six 
months of. this year, especially of im- 
ports from foreign countries, is shown 
in the June Monthly 
Return of the 


Foreign Trade- of the Empire of Ja- 
pan, a copy of which official publica- 
tion has just reached the Department 
of Commerce and Labor through it's 
Bureau o:f Statistics. 


As' compared with the six months' 


figures for the previous year, the im- 
ports show the remarkable increase 
of 5G.9 per cent, from 
?SO,952,000 to 


$142,559,000, while 
exports 
for the 


same11 period show a relatively insigni- 
ficant growth of less than 4 per cent, 
from $08,458,000 to $71,098,000. 


It is of interest to note that, while 


the largest increases' in imports are 
credited to the United 
'States, the 


"United Kingdom, and British India, 
the largest increases in exports oc- 
cur under'the head of China, 'United 


and Korea. Thus imports from 


tile United States for 
the first six 


months of.the year. 1905 were $31,921,- 
0.00, as against $13,328,000 during 'the 
same period of 190-1; imports from the 
United Kingdom were $32,623,000, as 
against $1G,9S2,'000: ~ imports 
from

India 
were 
$34,034,000, as 


against' $21,01)2,00; 
while 
imports 


from Germany are stated as $10,794,- 
000 for the first six months ot this 
year, as against

were largest for China, which is cred-

The exports to the other countries 
are relatively small

France, one of Japan's large custo- 
mers of silk, have fallen from $7,117.- 
000 during the first six months of 
1904 to $5,401,000 during the first six 
months ot 1905. 
The exports to the 


United Knigdom have 
likewise de- 


creased from $4,343,000 to $2,335.000, 
while exports to Germany have fallen 
from $1,098,000 in 1904 to $1,045,000 
in 1905. 


The leading position of the United 


States in Japanese foreign commerce 
Is seen from the fact that this coun- 
try furnished 22.4 per cent of the total 
imports during the, first six months of 
1905 as compared with 14.7 per cent 
of the total imports during the same 
period of 1904, and is credited with 
2S.G per cent "oC the total domestic 
exports during the first half year in 
1905 as compared with 29.1 per cent 
of the total domestic exports of Ja- 
pan for the first six months in 1904. 


The gains in imports affect not only 


such, articles increased 
consumption 


of which was to be expected because 
of the war, such as flour, beans and 
peas, woolens and worsteds, cotton 
manufactures, blankets, sole leather, 
etc., but • other articles as well, in- 
creased importations of which are the 
best sign of industrial growth and ex- 
pansion. Among the latter, the most 
notable increases are shown by raw- 
cotton, the imports of which have al- 
most, doubled in value, by manufac- 
tures of iron and steel, 
machinery, 


etc. 


The only article of importance the 


Imports of which show decreases dur- 
ing the first six months of 1905, as 
compared 
with the same period in 


1904, are coal, sugar, and kerosene oil. 
The decrease in the 
importation of 


sugar is most striking, and is prob- 
ably due chiefly to the higher import 
duties on sugar imposed 
last year, 


the results of which are seen in extra- 
ordinary heavy 
importations during 


the year 1904. 


The largest two items of importa- 


tion appear to be raw cotton, about 
one-third of which is credited to the 
United States, and rice, the importa- 
tions of which assumed large propor-

PAID BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


Interesting Particulars Concerning 


Salaries of Senators and 


Bsprcsentatives. 


The salaries of officials of the United 


States government have been increased 
several times since its foundation, and 
necessarily, for the relative value ot 
money has declined. For instance, in 
3789, the salaries of senators and repre- 
sentatives were fixed at six dollars a day 
and six dollars for every 20 miles of 
travel. 
In 1795 these sums were in- 


creased to seven .dollars each. 
In 1S1C 


tho salary was made $1.500 per annum. 
In ISIS it was raised io eight dollars a 
day and eight dollars for every 20 miles 
of'travel. 
In-lSDC the pay was put at 


$3.000 and mileage as before, and in 
ISfifi the salary was raised to $5.000 and 
of the speaker to $8,000. as these are now. 


The salary grab act of 1.S73, which in- 


creased the pay to $7.500 tor senators 
and representatives, aroused an indig- 
nant protest, not because of the increase 
in itself, but because the raise was made 
retroactive only in the case of'congress, 
and that feature was concsaled under a 
raise'of salary of the president from $25.- 
000 to $30.000 a year, and oT the chief 
justice from 58.500 to $10,500, and of the 
vice president, cabinet officers and asso- 
ciate justices fromSS.OOO to $1.0.000. none 
of them retroactive. This salary grab 
act was repealed the next year, and all 
the salaries, except, those of the presi- 
dent and justices reverted to the old 
standard. 


These salaries should 
be now in- 


creased moderately, and the bill for that j outline of the terms of the agreement,
